STOCKHOLM, Aug. 6.— Warner 
Oland, Hollywood actor best known 
for his Oriental roles, died today 
of pneumonia, He had appeared in 
the title role of the Charlie Chan“ 
detective mystery series. Oland 
was taken ill in Hollywood in Jan- 
uary, but had come to his native 
Sweden for a holiday. He was 57 
years old. He died in a hospital here 
following his removal from the 
home of his host, Eric Stocklasse, 
Scandinavian artist and friend of 
the actor, in Tyreso, near Stock- 
holm. 

After many years on the stage, 
Oland entered motion pictures in 
1920, playing with Theda Bara, 
Douglas irbanks Sr. and others. 
He left Sweden when he was 13. 

Mrs. Oland, who is at her Rincon 
home, 65 miles from Hollywood, is 
the former Edith Shearn, stage 
actress. She had been estranged 
from her husband several months 
and recently was awarded judg- 
ment in a separate maintenance 
suit. However, when the serious-

next April—would continue to 
mount from year to year, because 
of growing expenditures, while in- 
come Was restricted and tax delin- 
quency continued, was contained in 
Comptroller Louis Nolte’s annual 
report, issued yesterday. 

City finances, as far as the gen- 

fund was concerned, were at 
an extremely low ebb, the Comp- 
troller declared. The condition is 
due primarily, he said, to the non- 
payment of taxes and the “constant 
demands made on the city from 
various groups for increased hospi- 
ul and recreation facilities.” En- 
largement of such facilities in- 
creased operating and maintenance 
costs, he pointed out, but the city 
had no additional revenue in sight. 

He counseled immediate econo- 
mies by all city departments, so 
that they would spend even less 
than was appropriated for them for 
the current fiscal year, which be- 
gan last April. 

The estimate of a new deficit 
peak exceeding $3,000,000 at the 
end of this year was based on pres- 
ent appropriations and income esti- 
mates. 

Long Record of Deficits. 

There has been a deficit every 
bear since 1920, except in 1924 and 
1928. The smallest was $24,700 in 
1926 and the largest heretofore $2,- 
118590 last year. This condition 
has existed through the administra- 
tions of Mayors Kiel (1913-25), Mil- 
jer (1925-33) and Dickmann. Pre- 
viously, in the last half century, the 
only deficits, comparatively small, 
were in 1900 and 1916. 

In recent years the demands cf 
public relief, together with de- 
creased property valuations and in- 
creased tax delinquency, have 
played a large part in making the 
deficits. The general budget for 
the current year appropriated $1,- 
15,046 more than estimated re- 
ceipts. 

The annual municipal balance 
sheet, however, showed assets of 
the city as $270,951,466 and liabil- 
ities as $96,965,152—an excess of 

73,986,313 of assets. The assets 
ponsisted of $11,504,005 cash, $8,276,- 
M46 in accounts receivable (includ- 
ing $5,757,887 in delinquent realty 
faxes and $1,644,070 in delinquent 
personal taxes), $671,942 due from 
aclosed bank, $1,331,922 in deposits 
for matured bonds and coupons, $1,- 
20,000 in sinking fund investments 
and $247,917,549 in city-owned real 
estate. The principal liability was 
$82,231,000 in outstanding bonds. 

$35,994,351 in Receipts. 

In the last fiscal year the city 
received $167,997 as a partial re- 
turn of its deposit in the closed La- 
fayette-South Side Bank. Receipts 

all sources passing through 
the treasury in the year amounted

Of the $16,199,000 bond issue of 
1934, intended for a public works 
program, only $10,100,000 of the 
bonds have been sold, appropria- 
tions amounted to $9,270,314 at the 
start of the fiscal year and expen- 
ditures were only $5,961,973. The 
city has been paying interest at 
2% to 3% per cent on an unexpend- 
ed balance of more than $4,000,000, 
the interest cost on this portion be- 
ing more than $100,000 annually.

The Rev. Patrick J. Mahan, S. J., 
who was president of Creighton 
University, Omaha, Neb., until last 
year, died yesterday afternoon in 
St. Mary's Hospital, on Clayton 
road, after a prolonged illness. 
Father Mahan, who was 57 years 
old, suffered from leukemia, an ex- 
sch of white corpuscles in the 


Father Mahan was a native of 
St. Louis, and took his academic 
and theological studies in St. Louis 


University. His boyhood home was 


in St. Lawrence O’Toole’s parish, 
near the church at Fourteenth and 
O’Fallon streets. He attended the 
parish school and St. Louis Univer- 
sity High School, and the College 
of Arts, before entering the Society 
of Jesus, at the Florissant novitiate, 
in 1899, 


From that time until his ordina- 
tion to the priesthood at St. Fran- 
cis Xavier’s Church here in 1915, 
he studied theology, the classics 
and pedagogy, and taught in Chi- 
cago Catholic high schools and St. 
Mary’s College, St. Mary’s, Kan. 
After his ordination he continued 
high school teaching until he was 
made regent of the Medical School 
of Loyola University, Chicago. He 
held that position from 1918 to 
1931, when he was made president 
of Creighton University. 

Because of debility resulting from 
his illness, he resigned the presi- 
dency. in 1937 and returned to St. 
Louis University, where he taught 
last year in the department of 
philosophy. In June he went to a 
Wisconsin camp with Jesuit schol- 
astics, but was obliged to return to 
St. Louis and enter the hospital. 

While at Creighton, President 
Mahan made the charge that “big- 
time football is crooked,” that regu- 
lar players of big teams were paid, 
and that if university presidents 
were ignorant of conditions, it was 
because they wished to be so. 

He took part in the prohibition 
repeal movement, denouncing the 
Eighteenth Amendment as “lawless 
law” and out of place in the Con- 
stitution. 3 

Father Mahan is survived by a 
brother, Nicholas Mahan, a brother 
of the Jesuit order, stationed in 
Omaha, and by two sisters, Miss 
Alice Mahan of Madison, Wis., and 
Sister M. Euphrasia of the Sisters 
of St. Joseph, Chicago. Sister 
Euphrasia, attending a retreat here, 
was able to be at his bedsjde yes- 
terday.

E. L. Meyer, manager of St, 
Louis stores of the Goodyear Rub- 
ber Co., and a director of the asso- 
ciation, said the strike involved 
Goodyear, Goodrich, Firestone and 
other major company stores, as well 
as à number of independents. He 
said no overtures toward settle- 
ment had been made and that a pre- 
liminary survey indicated that most 
of the concerns intended to remain 
closed pending negotiations. 

The principal dispute in the con- 
tract negotiation, Meyer said, was 
over the wages to be paid men 
hired to change tires. He declared 
the union had demanded that tire 
changers’ pay be raised from the 
present $95 a month to $125. He 
added that representatives of the 
Managements and union had 
reached tentative agreements on 
wages for vulcanizers and other 
skilled workers. 

“The companies are unable to 
meet the increase asked,” Meyer 
said. “While no pay cuts have 
been considered here, salary reduc- 
tions have been general throughout 
the industry.” 

Frowitter declared that issues 
other than wages of tire changers 
were involved in the dispute.

Bahamas, Aug. 6. — President 
Roosevelt headed toward Pensa- 
cola, Fla., tonight on the last leg 
of a vacation cruise which started 
three weeks ago today. 

The homeward run is slightly 
more than 1100 miles. The cruiser 
Houston left Old Providence short- 
ly after 6 p. m. 

Earlier, Mr. Roosevelt praised 
officials of the Panama Canal Zone 
in a message to Gov. Clarence 8. 
Ridley and commanders of the de- 
fense forces. He said: 

“I dm increasingly impressed 
with the fine understanding of the 
vital importance of the canal and 
its efficient operation and protec- 
tion by the various services repre- 
sénted. 

“I was impressed anew yester- 
day with the constant improve- 
ment of the canal facilities, smart 
appearance and military bearing 
of our forces stationed in the zone. 

“Will you express to those re- 
sponsible my admiration and ap- 
preciation?” 

The President and his party ar- 
rived off Old Providence Island 
shortly after 10:30 a. m., after a 
260-mile overnight run from Colon, 
O. Z. Mr. Roosevelt dispatched 
the message before leaving the 
ship to take advantage of the last 
day allowed by his vacation itin- 
erary for fishing. 

It was his first visit to Old 
Providence, sixteenth century ren- 
dezvous of Sir Harry Morgan and 
his buccaneers. In the waters 
hereabouts, Morgan gathered his 
forces for the attack on Panama, 
the sacking of Porto Bello, Pan- 
ama, and his march across the 
isthmus which resulted in the cap- 
ture of Panama City from the 
Spanish.

He told 
police he had no knowledge of it 
until he observed, at Friday night's 
meeting, that Jones was not pres- 
en: and inquired concerning the 
reason for his absence.

— The 
United States and Soviet Russia 
renewed today a commercial agree- 
ment in which Russia expressed 


the intention of increasing its pur- 


chases of American goods beyond 
a minimum of $40,000,000 a year. 

This minimum was exceeded in 
the first nine months of the year, 
covered by the previous agreement, 
which expired yesterday. In this 
period American imports of Rus- 
sian goods were $17,561,000. 

The renewal was effected through 
an exchange of notes at Moscow 
between Alexander C. Kirk, the 
American charge d'affaires, and 
Maxim Litvinov, Foreign Affairs 
Commissar. 

In return for the eed 
Soviet purchases, this Government 
gives Russian imports benefits of 
the tariff and other concessions in 
the reciprocal trade treaties. al- 
ready signed with 17 nations. 

In extending the agreement the 
United States made a reservation, 
however, regarding imports of 
Soviet coal, which are limited to 
400,000 tons annually. An Amer- 
ican producer challenged the ex- 
emption which has been granted 
these imports from the $2-a-ton ex- 
cise tax imposed by the 1932 Rev- 
enue Act, and the question was re- 
ferred to the Treasury for a de- 
cision.

19386. Since then, official figures 
show, trade with Russia has risen 
steadily, the trade balance mate- 
rially favoring the United States. 

Prior to the agreements, in the 
three calendar years 1932 to 1934, 
inclusive, the Soviet Union bought 
from the United States an annual 
average of $12,000,000 worth of 
goods. 

The successive agreements, the 
State Department said, “have pro- 
vided a basis for the successful ex- 
pansion of trade between the two 

countries although the commit- 
ments contained in these agree- 
ments probably cannot be consid- 
ered entirely responsible for the 
trade increases.” 

In the first two years, the Soviet- 
guaranteed minimum of purchases 
was $30,000,000, which was in- 
creased by a third a year ago. 

Russia as well as the United 
States has profited, the State De- 
partment said, citing record Amer- 
ican imports of. $27,000,000 worth 
of Russian goods in 1937. ‘

FOR COUNTY PROUECTS 


$81,818 for School in Ladue 
Is Included in Four 
Grants. 


Four P W A grants totaling $166,- 
164 have been approved for St. 
Louis County projects, it was an- 
nounced yesterday at the office of 
Congressman C. Arthur Anderson. 

The allotments were $81,818 for a 
school in Ladue; $40,921 for Kirk- 
wood school improvements; $24,525 
for the Concord Road School, and 
$18,900 for a fire department sta- 
tion in University City. 

University City will hold a spe- 
cial election Sept. 27 on a proposal 
to issue about $23,000 in bonds as 
its share of the cost of the fire de- 
partment station. The site has not 
been selected but would be south of 
Olive Street road and west of 
North and South road. 


$59,327,796 Received by St. Louis 
and County From W P A. 

St. Louis and St. Louis County 
have received $59,327,796 of Federal 
funds for WP A undertakings 
since the Works Progress Adminis- 
tration was established in Novem- 
ber, 1935, it was shown in a com- 
pilation made public yesterday by 
R. M. Bristol, city engineer for W 
P A work. 

The city got $41,392,256 of that to- 
tal and the county $17,935,540. As 
its share of the cost of work done 
by the WPA the city appropriated 
$2,747,083, and the county and its 
subdivisions 33,842,539. 

Under the usual division of costs 
the Federal Government pays the 
wages of WP A workers and the 
local communities provide mate- 
rials and supervision. 

The peak W P A expenditure in 
St. Louis for a full year was 1936 
when the total was $20,346,661. The 
total for this year, to date, has 
been about $15,000,000.

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J Scientists Advise That Baie 
Foodstuffs Be Furnished . 
Of Britain as a Public Service 


committee Against Malnutrition Issues Re- 
port on National Food Policy to Insure 
Wholesome Diet for All.

LONDON, July 20. 


HT noted British scientists have just made the revolutionary 
Err that the basic foodstuffs necessary for proper human 
nutrition should be removed from the present normal field of supply 
and demand and furnished to the people of Great Britain as a public 


tervice. 


They made it in a report entitled Toward a National Food Policy,” 


issued here by the Committee Against Malnutrition. 


The scientists are: W. E. Le 
Gros Clark, professor of anatomy 
at Oxford; F. Gowland Hopkins, 
professor of biochemistry at Cam- 
bridge; A. St. George Huggett, pro- 
fessor of physiology at the Uni- 
versity of London; Dr. J. R. Mar- 
rack, professor of clinical path- 
ology at the London Hospital; Ju- 
lian Huxley, biologist and secretary 
of the London Zoological Society; 
Dr. G. C. M. McGonigle, Medical 
Officer of Health for Stockton-on- 
Tees; Prof. V. H. Mottram, profes- 
sor of physiology and expert on 
dietetics, and Sir John B. Orr, di- 

rector of the Rowlett Institute for 
Research in Animal Nutrition, Aber-- 
deen, who had previously reported 
that 50 per cent of the population of 
Great Britain was under-nourished. 

The Committee Against Malnu- 
trition, which was formed four 
years ago, has a membership of 
about 200, most of them London 
medical men, scientists from Ox- 
ford and Cambridge and a certain 
number of social workers. 

Discussing the question of a na- 
tional food policy, the report said: 

“This is a national problem, upon 
which the public as a whole must 

make up its mind. When the pub- 
lic has once decided that a course 
of action is necessary, it will doubt- 
less find statesmen willing to 

' Initiate such legislative changes as 
are needful. If the problem is to 
be solved, it might as well be 
solved immediately. There is no 

reason to assume that it will be 
any easier to solve in 10, 50 or even 
100 years’ time. 

“The modern scinece of nutrition 
confronts governments with an ar- 
ray of proven facts which, if ac- 
cepted, would seem to demand an 
adjustment in food policy. The 
scientific case may be summed up 
by saying that all individuals 
should, in the interest of health 
and efficiency, consistently obtain 
a large proportion of their energy 
from foodstuffs rich in protein 
(both animal and vegetable), vita- 
min and mineral constituents. The 
economic obstacle lies in the fact 
that such foodstuffs are precisely 
those which are among the more 
expensive items of diet. 


Counting the Cost. 


“What is required is an adjust- 
ment of national economy towards 
the provision of an adequate guar- 
anteed diet to all sections of the 
community. It is true that ‘this 
may mean that we remove food (or 
à certain range of foodstuffs) from 
the normal iniluence of supply and 
demand. But if we accept the 
statement that an adequate diet is, 
like pure water, absolutely neces- 
Sary for 
ciency, we have no alternative. If 
we refuse to take action, we imply 
that we are content in perpetuity 
to have a community well below 
the level of health and efficiency 
to which it might reasonably attain. 

“We would emphasize the amount

The scientists then discussed the | 
following three methods which have 
been Previously suggested, at one 
time or another, for raising the di- 
etetic Standard of the population:

The report rejected the first 
method on the ground that it would 
have only a partial and indirect ef- 
fect. The second method was ob- 
jected to because it was a negative 
approach to the problem and would 
benefit only a selected group of the 
population. Then, discussing the 
question of reducing the price of 
foodstuffs, the report continued: 

“It is clear that if the consum- 
ers could obtain a wide range of 
foodstuffs at consistently low 
prices, they would (assuming that 
their incomes at least remain level) 
have a fair chance of being ade- 
quately fed. It has indeed been 
proposed that in a certain number 
of foodstuffs should be marketed 
through public concerns, whose aim 
would be that of reducing costs 
and ensuring quality. 


Revolutionary Proposal. 


“Our argument is that basic food 
should be taken deliberately out of 
the normal field of supply and de- 
mand, in that food is a primary 
necessity and must be guaranteed 
inalienably to all. 

“The lowering of production 
costs alone will not necessarily low- 
er the final cost to the consumer; 
the margin might he swallowed up 


in distributive profits or in waste- 


ful methods of distribution. If, 
however, we have first dealt with 
the whole apparatus of distribu- 
tion, we can then turn to the side 
of production and hope to evolve 
measures for reducing costs at this 
stage. The following methods have 
been suggested, and we commend 


them as likely to yield good results, 
“(a) Fertilizers and fodder mate- 


rial might themselves be marketed 
through public boards and the pro- 
ducer thus enabled to cheapen his 
costs considerably. 


Concrete Proposals. 


“(b) The Government might de- 
cide to encourage the shift of pro- 
duction in this country from wheat, 
fodder and sugar to dairy produce, 
eggs, fruit and vegetables. In that 
case the wheat, sugar, etc., would 
be imported from the countries 
where they are more economically 
produced, and the Government 
would gradually by aid of subsi- 
dies and loans on favorable terms, 
persuade the producer to transfer 
to the more suitable forms of pro- 
duction. 

„. e) Co- operative production and 
marketing could be encouraged 
among the smaller producers and 
some effort made by ensuring the 
producer a steady return to remove 
his fears of concentrating on single 
particularly in areas suit- 
able for their production. 

“But indubitably the factor in- 
clining the producer to experiment 
and test new methods would be the 
guarantee of a steadily rising de- 
mand. Given this steadily rising 
demand-in the country and assum- 
ing the forms of encouragement to 
the producers we have indicated 
above, we have no doubt that the 
producers as a whole could respond 
over a term of years to the new 
demands made upon them in the 
quantity of production and in the 
type of food produced. As we 
know, if the diet of the whole pop- 
ulation were raised to the level of 
the optimum, there would be a 
much larger demand for dairy pro- 
duce, eggs, fish, fruit and vege- 
tables.

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Long Before Bonneville and Grand Coulee, Progressive Com- 
munities Waged Successful Battle for State Laws to Obtain 
Basic Utility Rights Tacoma With $30,000,000 Municipal 
Enterprise Has Lowest Rate in U. S.

TACOMA, Wash., Aug. 6 

HEY are building here in the North- 
T west a great empire of public power. 
In the swift white rivers and high moun- 
tain lakes of this State there is concentrated 
20 per cent of the entire nation’s water pow- 
er resources. And those projects now under 


harnessing the millions of horsepower that 
have lain untapped for countless ees 
on end. 

Bonneville and Grand Coulee, the huge 
Federal projects on the Columbia River, the 
public has heard a great deal about. They 
are spectacular in their very size. But long 
before these projects were even considered, 
the development of public power had begun in 
the State of Washington. It began with a 
municipal power system here in Tacoma that 
has grown to a $30,000,000 public enterprise 
providing the lowest average household rate 
of any community in the country. 

What is more, if the bountiful resources 
of power from Bonneville and Coulee are to 
be utilized for the good of all the people in 
the Northwest, it will be because of the 
pioneering work at Tacoma, Seattle, Centralia 
and other communities. And behind the suc- 
cess of Tacoma and other municipal power 
plants was the foresight of a determined 
group of progressives who were able to write 
into State law more than 30 years ago cer- 
tain basic rights and guarantees. 


Bone’s Career Built 


On Public Power Fight 


The inheritor of that progressive tradition 
today is Senator Homer T. Bone who has 
made his career on a fight for public pow- 
er. He was elected six years ago as a Demo- 
crat and he is running for renomination in 
the Democratic primary. But on previous oc- 
casions he has been on the Farmer-Labor 
ticket and on the Republican ticket. Always 
with Bone it has been the issue—whether the 
state was to keep its basie inheritance and 
thereby retain control of a vital social neces- 
sity. 

Virtually every impoftant power site was 
claimed by private companies and the effort 
is now to recover those sites; to take over 
by the right of eminent domain not only pow- 
er resources, actual and potential, but power 
facilities. An important step was taken in 
this direction with the passage in 1930 of 
the Grange power Dill authorizing the crea- 
tion of power districts which should have 
complete right of eminent domain. 

‘Through. this law it will be possible to 
build up a unified state-wide system of pub- 
lic power with some resemblance to the Brit- 
ish grid system. Bonneville and Grand Cou-

With the financial statement put out by 
the Light Division of Tacoma’s Department 
of Public Utilities a brief comparison is giv- 
en showing the savings from municipal pow- 
er. In 1937 the average number of kilowatt 
hours used by residential customers in Ta- 
coma was 1698. The national average was 
725. For 1698 kilowatt hours the Tacoma 
householder paid $27.51. And the national 
average paid by each residential customer 
for 725 hours was $34.20. This comparison 
is based on data compiled by the Edison Elec- 
tric Institute which is composed of large 
power companies. 


Stern Struggle Back 
Of Tacoma’s System 


The report of the Federal Power Commis- 
sion on domestic rates in major cities, issued 
in 1935, showed that Tacoma was third low- 
est for 15 kilowatt hours, fifth lowest for 
25, third for 40 and lowest in the United 
States for 100 kilowatt hours. Low rates be- 
come most significant, of course, in the up- 
per levels since they encourage inereased con- 
sumption. And that, perhaps, is what Sena- 
tor Bone and others who have fought for the 
Tacoma system are most proud of—a domestic 
rate of consumption so much higher than 
the national average. 


Seeing the Tacoma system today, with its 
dams and power plants, its high voltage pow- 
er lines serving communities up to 50 miles 
distant, with additional power capacity 
planned 25 years in advnace, it is difficult to 
realize what a stern fight is in the back- 
ground. That comes out in talk with Senator 
Bone. A mild-mannered, scolarly appearing 
man, he becomes vehement when he talks 
of the power fight, the “power trust.“ It 
Was a very real thing to him, this power 
trust,” for 20 years or more. 


Bone dates the power fight from 1908. 
That was the beginning of the slow, pains- 
taking process of education, directed through 
such organizations as the Grange and the 
State Federation of Labor. Long before this 
however, Tacoma was in the power business. 
From the days of the first small generator 
the city had its own distribution system but 
prior to 1912 power was purchased from 
the Puget Sound Power & Light Co., a sub- 
sidiary of Stone & Webster, holding company 
with headquarters in Boston. 


It was in 1908 that the city voted to build 
its own hydro-electric plant on the Nisqually 
River, at a power site about 30 miles from 
Tacoma. This is one of the remarkable fea- 
tures of Washington’s basic power law; that 
a municipality can go anywhere in the State 
and exercise its right of eminent domain, 
establishing proof in court of the need for a 
power site or a right of way in the construc- 
tion of a municipal system. Through this 
right of eminent domain Tacoma obtained 


‘the Nisqually site, which had been held by 


power interests, for a reasonable figure. 
The hydro-electric plant was complete in 


1912, with a capacity of 32,000 horsepower.

Home and in Chicago 

For the smallest domestic users, that is 
with the smallest volume of measured floor 
space, the rate per kilowatt hour is one 
cent after the first 20 kilowatt hours. Larg- 
er domestic users pay 4% cents per unit for 


+40 kilowatt hours and then the rate is one 


cent. And above 500 the rate is a half cent. 

The current is so cheap in volume that 
many families use it for supplementary house 
heating and a few use no other heat’ in 
the mild winters that prevail here. One 
of Bone’s favorite stories is about his own 
electric light bill. In the course of one month 
he used—under a special heating rate—2249 
kilowatt hours and his bill was $16.55. 
This was at the height of the late Samuel 
Insull’s power as a utility promoter and Bone 
was to make an address at the City Club in 
Chicago, the Insull stronghold, on public 
ownership. He took his bill with him and 
had the Commonwealth Edison Electric Co. 
figure it at the Chicago rate. It came 
to slightly more than $96 and served as a 
fine illustration of the principle he was talk- 
ing about. 

The Nisqually plant, and this is true of the 
Seattle municipal power development of 1905 
and virtually all public power development 
in the State, was financed by what are known 
as utility revenue bonds. The purchaser of 
such a bond has a lien not on the physical 
property of the plant but on the revenue from 
the sale of power. 

Reduced to the simplest terms, this is the 
| way it works. If interest’ payment should 
be defaulted, the bondholder can come into 
court and obtain an order that would have 
the ultimate effect of increasing the rate 
charged to consumers. That is, the court 
would order the rates raised to such a point 
that it would be possible to meet interest 
payments. Even in the leanest depression 
years, 1932 and 1933, the Tacoma system 
came out with a slight surplus over and 
above the amount needed for bond interest 
and redemption, according to Ira S. Davis- 
son, Utilities Commissioner for the city. Al- 
though they were skeptical at first of these 
utility revenue bonds, financiers in New 


York now would like more of them, Bone

How the Farmers Got 
Around Joker in Bill 
The real fight with the private power com- 

panies came over the question of whether 

the city of Tacoma could sell its power out- 
side the city limits. A number of farmers 
around the city had inquired about the pos- 
sibility of hooking onto the city’s lines that 
come from the Nisqually plant. Bone had 
advised them to form co-operatives or mu- 
tual companies, under a 1907 law, and then 
come back to the city. Having done this, 
they approached the city attorney who was 
doubtful that the authority existed to sell 
power outside the city limits.

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Labor Schools Have Grown 
From Small Beginning in 1890 
To Instruction on High Level 


Garment Workers Spend $260,000 a Year on 
This Work and Other Unions Follow 
Suit—Employers Co-Operate.

ITHOUT much more ceremony than the humdrum packing of 


their few belongings, 200 steel 


workers, most of them officers of 


Steel Workers’ Organizing Committee locals, were graduated here 


a few weeks ago from the S W O C’s first training school. 


Its curri- 


culum devoted primarily to the discussion of such union problems as 
contracts and negotiations, the school, conducted for two weeks on one 
of the highest peaks in Pennsylvania’s Alleghenies, represented the de- 
velopment of an important instrument by the C I O for the unionization 


of the country’s mass industries. 

However, by no means does it 
mark the American labor move- 
ment’s first venture in formal edu- 
cation. That was started as long 
ago as 1890 by the dress makers of 
New York—probably the first trade 
unionists to realize that education 
means a disciplined rank and file, 
as well as intelligent leadership, 
and so makes for greater stability 
in employer-employe relations, 


Training Leaders. 

In the last half century labor 
education has become a widespread 
and many sided development. It 
has gone far beyond the teaching 
of industrial economics and trade 
union tactics. It has even included 
the fine arts in its scope. Examples 
of this are the Garment Workers’ 
Art Center in New York and their 
production of “Pins and Needles,” 
the brightest musical comedy on 
Broadway in years. 

The rapid growth of the CIO 
in the mass production industries 
where the workers were without a 
trade union background, however, 
made necessary a return to the 
fundamentals through the organ- 
ization of schools like this one on 
Mount Davis. Its primary object 
was to provide the new steel work- 
ers’ locals with effective leaders— 
men with an understanding of their 
union and their industry and well 
versed in the administration of em- 
ployer-employe agreements. 


Employers Co-operate. 


To this end, the SWOC school 
tried hard to see both sides of the 
picture. Employers co-operated by 
sending special educational films 
and also supplied two of the fac- 
ulty members—Morgan Cavanaugh, 
general manager of the Oliver Iron 
& Steel Co. of Pittsburgh, and W. 
L. Christon, secretary of the El- 
liott Co. of Jeanette, Pa. 

Prof. Sumner Slichter, the labor 
expert of Harvard’s economics de- 
partment; government economists, 
‘municipal welfare directors and 
Catholic clergymen, as well ‘as la- 
bor officials, were among the other 
faculty members. 

Daily lectures and recitations 
were on the program, but there was 
time, too, for swimming, tennis and 
other sports. As a matter of fact, 
the steel workers enjoyed a cheap 
vacation. A $5 bill covered all 
their expenses at the camp—but 
they had to bring their own blan- 
kets and wash their own dishes. 

The United Automobile Workers, 
who encountered even more diffi- 
culties in their organization drives 
than the S W O C and who have 
been especially harrassed by “wild- 
cat” strikes directly traceable to 
their members’ lack of union disci- 
pline, have a more elaborate educa- 
tional scheme than Philip Murray’s 
steel workers. The work in Homer 
Martin’s union has been somewhat 
handicapped by a lack of funds, de- 
spite a 5S-cent educational allot- 
ment out of every $1 of dues. 


Auto Workers ‘Graduate’ 30. 


Nevertheless, under the direction 
of Morris Field, the Automobile 
Workers “graduated” 30 trained 
leaders from their school in Detroit 
this raonth. These men attended 
classes nine hours a week for eight 
months. Another ‘class of 91 is now 
enrolled. Representing 20 locals, 
these students are union officers, 
shop stewards and plant commiit- 
teemnen. | 

The Automobile Workers also are 
encouraging educational activities 
in their various locals. Regional 
educational directors are to be ap- 
pointed as soon as possible to hejp 
in this work, but, meantime, the 


ment has been organized to send 
out pertinent films, both silent and 
sound. 

Incidentally, this union hopes 
eventually to recruit all its teach 
ers from its own membership. The 
men from the ranks, it is explained, 
speak the language that is under 
stood on the assembly line. 


Here the union is facing a diffi- 
culty that has been encountered by 
all labor educators. When univer- 
sity instructors are obtained by a 
group—as is often done for night 
classes, these men must adapt, their 
methods and their materials te 
their labor pupils. 

Often these are without the bene- 
fit of even a high school education, 
Many of them are dog tired after 
a hard day’s work. They are not 
interested in “this. educational 
stuff’ anyway—especially if there 
is a good movie around the corner, 
But others are eager to learn. 


Correspondence School. 


The problems involved in meet- 
ing the needs of such heterogenous 
groups have been solved in large 
measure by Sidney Hillman’s Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers who are 
among the old timers in workers’ 
education. Hillman’s international 
conducts an extensive correspond- 
ence school in which about 15,000 
union members are currently en- 
rolled. 

While these lessons by mail are 
the backbone of the union’s educa 
tional activities, they are supple 
mented by classes in parliamentary 
law, public speaking and other sub- 
jects. These classes are organized 
by the locals. To keep up interest, 
these, in turn, are supplemented by 
forums, round tables and lectures, 
Each year the international makes 
available to its locals the services 
of a number of outstanding speak- 
ers. 

The Amalgamated’s program, nat- 
urally, has been influenced by Hin- 
man. A great negotiator, he has 
been called by those who do not 
like him too well the Talleyrand of 
labor. In a way, he does play that 
role to John L. Lewis’ Napoleon, 
Essentially a diplomat, he prefers 
a conference to.a strike, and he 
insists that a good union official 


should know at least as much about 
his industry as an employer—pre- 


ferably more. 

However, it remained for the In- 
ternational Ladies’ Garment Worke 
ers’ Union, the organization of Hill 
man’s arch-rival—David Dubinsky, 
to bring labor education to its wid- 
est development. 

A variety of courses in economics 
and unionism are offered, of course, 
but the I L G W U is rapidly build- 
ing an almost complete school sys- 
tem, including a workers’ univer- 
sity. Regular classes in almost 
everything from foreign languages 
and health and hygiene to painting 
and music appreciation are now 
open to members of the union. 


Labor Stage Success. 


Labor Stage has become the fair+ 
haired child of the union. With 
“Steel” and “Pins and Needles” al- 
ready good box office attractions 
on Broadway, the dressmaker-ac- 
tors are now preparing to present 
Sidney Kingsley’s version of “The 
Outward Room.”

I quite agree with your statement of 
July 21— Here is a case which deserves 
the prompt and close reconsideration of 
the Parole Board and of the Governor.”

The boss, we have always with us. Individuals: 
pass. Events, riding the racing tides‘ of popular 
emotion, sweep them out to sea. For a period after 
the departure, something like chaos prevails among 
the “lesser breeds.” But a successor soon or late 
appears. He may be of the same party, or of the 
opposition. The label is meaningless. Possessed 
of the peculiar will and skill that wield the scepter, 
and here he is, a new figure, a younger face, exer- 
cising the same old power, by virtue of the same 
old intrinsic qualities. 

Somewhere someone may be even now pounding 
out a volume, titled “The Bosses of American Poli- 
ties.“ Personalities that have faded into names 
stare insolently or naively or cryptically out of the 
pages. : / 

In the same Valhalla they dwell today: the Tom 
Platts and Dick Crokers of New York; the Quays 
and Penroses of Pennsylvania, and their successors, 
the Vares, in the pent-up Utica of Philadelphia. 
On Ohio’s pediment the scrollery twines into the 
granite visage of Mark Hanna. Down the Lake 
Shore drive of an earlier Chicago swings the lan- 
dau of the elder Carter Harrison, to be followed at 
an immeasurable distance in manners by the lu- 
dicrously commonplace, but uncommonly canny 
Hinky-Dink and Bathhouse John. 

Our unidentified author has come to St. Louis 
emerging out of the paralysis of the Civil War into 
the lusty, gusty eleventh hours of the nineteenth 
century. Col. Ed Butler is the law. His. imper- 
ceptible nod may send a captain of industry beam- 
ingly away to bear a favorable message to waiting 
associates. Out in the State, whose “bosky dells” 
Jim Reed’s fine, ringing baritone was wont to sing, 
here, there, everywhere, trips the bright, brisk figure 
of Bill Phelps, a Northerner by birth, a Southern 
Colonel of ante-bellum grace and spacious hospi- 
tality. The guide, the philosopher, the friend, the 
legal counsel of a railroad, Phelps dispensed trans- 
portation with lavish hand, literally wrote the bills 
our compliant Legislatures eagerly hurried through, 
but it was when the parties met in State conven- 
tions to nominate their candidates that Phelps en- 
joyed his zenith hour. 

Grateful delegates who had come on passes grate- 
fully performed. Did he certify the nominee for 
Governor? Did he dictate the personnel of the Su- 
preme Court? Indignant voices in pulpits, editorial 
pages, from many rostrums, rang wrathfully through 
the land. In high moments of civic righteous- 
ness, a reforming Roland blew his horn, but the 
walls of bossism were of solider masonry than Jeri- 
cho’s. Well, a Joe Folk came, with few weapons 
in his quiver, but with the priceless quality of cour- 
age. As Circuit Attorney, he placed St. Louis on 
the map as a city redeemed, and to his influence 
in the Governor’s office we are largely indebted for 
the primary. 

The primary was democracy’s repudiation and 
expulsion forever of the boss. But the boss refused 
to vacate this best of worlds. St. Louis was pres- 
ently to meet a dynamic little personage in the 
suave Jep“ Howe, who would rout the Democrats 
from the City Hall and make the city as impreg- 
nable a Republican stronghold as it had been an 
invulnerable Democratic citadel when Butler and, 
later, Harry Hawes sat in the seats of the mighty. 

As the graveyard of the boss, the primary was 
revealed to be an ornate cenotaph—magnificent in 
appearance but quite unoccupied. More labor was 
involved in manipulating the primary, but the busi- 
ness of citzenship, it was soon disclosed, was an 
irksome task. The rank and file of the voters would 
not go to the primary. They left it to the party 
workers, to the professional. politicians, and the 
boss came back, or his equivalent, the machine, 
and it has since run party affairs with pretty much 
the same results as the disavowed convention. 

Here in the fulness of primary experience, Tom 
Pendergast has attained to a stature of bossism 
previously unknown in Missouri. Pendergast suf- 
fered his first major defeat last Tuesday, but that 
was a rubric day, and there are so few such days 
on the people's calendar. Tomorrow, he cheerfully 
boasts, will be his. Thus: “The Jackson County or- 
ganization has placed the State administration in 
office four distinct times. It will do so again.” 
Abdicate! The word is in no boss’ vocabulary. 

So what is the answer? Only the aphorism which 
repetition seemingly has dulled. Trite or not, Eter- 
nal vigilance is the price of liberty.” It is the price 
of democracy. 

Bossism is a system, a ruthless, mercenary, tight- 
ly organized, closely-operated system that lives by 
and for spoils.. Democracy is a way of life—the 
most just and most honorable human intellect has 
as yet devised. 

Bossism and democracy are each the antithesis. of 
the other. Between them it is, and must be, war 
to the death. And the people always win when they 
buckle on their armor and go fightingly forth. 
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The Cardinals went nowhere but back with that 
yellow ball. Since everything else has failed, perhaps 
Messrs. Breadon and Rickey may be persuaded to try 
out some major league players. 
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GOLD, OIL AND JEWELS. 

In the early days of the Ethiopian massacre, when 
Italian planes were shattering into dust the poor huts 
that the Ethiopians called home, and Italian bombs 
were mowing down the primitively armed natives, 
an American mining engineer ventured the opinion 
that Mussolini would be disappointed in his con- 
quest. In the practice of his profession, which had 
taken him to the ends of the earth, even to the land 
where Homer fancied “the sun probably sets,” Her- 
bert Hoover had found no trace of oil or precious 
metals. Other travelers had looked and shuddered 
at a desolation which they spoke of as bleak, lonely 
and forbidding. 

From time to time since the son of Il Duce exalted

Yellowstone National Park, one of nature’s show] 


places of the world, is now under attack. Senator 
James P. Pope and Representative Compton I. White 
of Idaho are sponsoring a plan to construct “a weir. 
on Yellowstone Lake and a tunnel for diversion of 
water from such lake to a tributary of Snake River.” 
Their proposal is certain to be béfore the next Con- 
gress in bill form. : bes 

A weir, let it be known at once, is nothing mo 
nor less than a dam, and the plan in toto simply a 
scheme whereby private irrigation interests would 
obtain water for sale in Idaho by taking it from Yel- 
lowstone National Park. If carried out, the proposal 
would add to the water supply of a state which does 
not deserve an increased water supply. Idaho now 
wastes 60 per cent of its water, a profligacy which 
could be prevented by enforcement of its irrigation 
laws. 

But the fundamental objection is not that the 
dam would give Idaho water which that State is not 
entitled to. The national parks are the property of 
the people. They were purposely set aside to pro- 
tect them from the grasping promoter. The argu- 
ment that the “weir” would keep Yellowstone Lake 
at a constant level and so keep it more constantly 
beautiful should not mislead anyone. It would not 
only affect the biological, recreational and human 
values of Yellowstone National Park, but it would 
also set a thoroughly bad precedent. 

This is not a Western affair simply because the 
sponsors are from Idaho and the lake involved is in 
a corner of Wyoming. It is a national matter and 
people everywhere should go on guard. 
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WILL AYLWARD REMAIN? 

One of the fruits of Gov. Stark’s victory over Boss 
Pendergast obviously should be control of the chair- 
manship of the State Committee, now held by James 
P. Aylward, the boss’ right-hand man. 

Meetings to discuss Aylward’s successor have been 
held by Gov. Stark and other anti-boss leaders. 
From these meetings, however, Senator Clark, who 
must be conceded a strong voice in the matter, has 
been absent. 

Will Senator Clark throw his strength to Aylward 
or will he assent to the selection of an anti-boss 
man? 

The State is watching the outcome for, if Aylward

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SEWARD’S FATE IS IN THEIR HANDS. 

Recently we discussed the strange case of James 
Seward, who has served 17 years in the State peni- 
tentiary for murder, although his three alleged co- 
conspirators were acquitted and for all these years 
have walked the streets as free men. 

Many persons who have studied the case think 
James Seward an innocent man, pointing to new evi- 
dence discovered after his trial and to the fact that 
three juries which freed the alleged co-conspirators in 
effect declared their belief in Seward's innocence, 

Among those who have interested themselves. in 
Seward are ex-State Senator A. L. McCawley, John G. 
Christy, Speaker of the Missouri House of Repre- 
sentatives and Albert S. Ennis, a Festus attorney, 
whose admirable summary of the case we have 
printed. In today’s letter column, ex-Lieutenant- 
Governor Hiram Lloyd, who, as acting Governor, 
saved Seward from the electric chair, in August, 1923, 
agrees he should be considered for parole. 

Seward has been a model prisoner and has been 
a valuable worker in the prison construction depart- 
ment. According to Speaker Christy, he receives a 
$50-a-month pension for being wounded in action 
in the Spanish-American War and has been offered 
a house to live in rent-free for the remainder of his 
life if he should be paroled. He is now nearly 60 
years old. ~ 

Seward’s application for parole, under State law, 
may be brought up at any time; on a previous oc- 
casion, the Parole Board, it ‘is understood, strongly 
recommended a parole, but it was not acted upon, for 
some unknown reason, by Gov. Park.

It is only since the rise of free 
democratic governments that the legal pro- 
fession really began to place some value 
on public good will. 

I am aware that the American Bar As- 
sociation has labored for years and labors 
today to wage a ceaseless warfare against 
unworthy persons who occasionally break 
into the legal profession. Indeed, from the 
standpoint of public opinion, too much 
stress cannot be laid upon the paramount 
necessity of policing your own ranks. 

This is the day and this America the 
place for widespread publicity on every pub- 
lic act and organization. I wonder whether 
the full story of what the legal profession 
is doing to improve itself and to serve the 
public has ever been adequately set forth. 

I wonder if you know how high a position 
you can occupy in public estimation if you 
really try. I wonder if you know how glad 
we laymen are to see our lawyers coming 
when the great emergencies arise. Only the 
clergy and medical men are as welcome as 
you in the most fateful hours of the average 
individual’s life. And because you often do 
accomplish miracles for us, we expect you 
to accomplish miracles in other forms of 
activity, notably in public life. And we ex- 
pect you in your own field not only to 
practice law but to improve law.

I think it is a useful and an honest call- 
ing to interpret the law as it is written. I 
think it is a noble and an honest calling to 
narrate the day’s events as they have hap- 
pened.

ward the Confessor. May I say that to the 
unanointed this seems like balderdash? 

The lay world has been delighted beyond 
measure in recent times by the new pro- 
gram of procedure in the Federal courts. 


Personally, I always gagged at the distinc- 


tion between the courts of law and courts 
of equity. It sounded to me like a frank 
acknowledgment that the average court of 
law had little or nothing to do with equity. 
The reform procedure will cut to the heart 
of the matters we are discussing. It. will 
make justice more certain, more speedy and 
more economical. And my prayer is that 
the state courts will have the good sense 
to follow the example. 

I adjure you, as members of an ancient 
and illustrious profession, to remember the 
sacred obligation that has been laid upon 
you by the great jurists of the past. When 
you act for a client, you must try to make 
his cause prevail, I realize that. But at 
the same time, do not forget that in the 
eyes of the public you occupy a position 
more exalted than that of a mere advocate, 
one which imposes on you the badge of 
leadership. 

I should like to see you step out more 
emphatically in all good efforts toward 
bringing the law up to the standards of pub- 


lic opinion.

I plead with you to increase your extra- 
curricular activities. I see no reason why a 
state’s attorney of Queen Elizabeth's time 
who had successfully prosecuted a petty 
thief to the gallows should not have turned 
around the next day and entered the polit- 
ical arena to fight for the repeal of the law 
which penalized so small a crime with so 
great a punishment. 

The Greek philosopher was right who 
said that nothing was permanent except 
change. So long as you are content merely 
to defend things as they are, you will never 
see the glory of the dawn of things as they 
ought to be. 

I have known good lawyers and bad, as 
I have known good and bad newspaper men. 
I make no claim of perfection for my own 


calling. But this thing I know: that what- | 
soever calling a man chooses, he will find 
that there are certain pre-existing metes and 


And the pre- 
existent limitation against which all lawyers 
have to struggle, if they are to become et- 
fective agents of a better day, is the ten- 
dency to glorify the past. The past is al- 
ways glorious, the present always doubtful 
and the future belongs to our children. 
Young lawyers of America, I implore you 
to interest yourselves in the economic, social 


and political affairs of a doubtful present.

“The power interests spent in 
that fight,“ Bone declares, “at 
least $1,000,000. They distributed a 
half million pieces cf literature say- 
ing that $300,000,000 in power prop- 
erty would go off the tax books if 
the proposal was approved. Actual- 
ly they were taxed on a valuation 
only slightly more than $9,500,000. 
For months they carried full page 
advertisements in all the newspa- 
pers.” 

Bone and others toured the State 
talking to large crowds but it was 
not enough. Initiative No. 52 was 
decisively beaten. Among the 
partisans on both sides, however, 
this was recognized as merely an- 
other battle in the war. In 1926 
Bone started once again to tour 
the State making hundreds of talks 
about an hour and a half in length 
on the question of whether the 
State should have public power. 

Bone Wins and Gets Law. 

In 1932 Bone ran for the Senate 
on the Democratic ticket, winning 
by a majority of more than 200,000, 
running about 15,000 ahead of 
Roosevelt. As a United States 
Senator he went down to the State 
Legislature at Olympia and talked 
as follows: I was elected almost 
solely on the power issue. The 
people of this State want the Bone 
power bill. You were elected as 
New Dealers and now it’s up to 
you to pass it. And the Legisla- 
ture passed the bill, much broader 
in its scope than the original 
measure, giving public power plants 
the right to do business anywhere 
just as though they were private 
companies, 

Even after the bill was made 
law, power interests sought to 
block it by resort to the referen- 
dum. The advocates of public 
ownership were quite willing to let 
the issue go to a general vote once 
more, confident of the outcome. 
In 1934 the law was overwhelming- 
ly sustained. ; 


In the meantime the real fight 


had-shifted to another front. Edu- 
cated to the significance of the 
power issue, the state Grange came 
to Bone with a request that he

Hopes to Avoid Duplication. 

Cluck points out the economies 
that will be effected when these 
county power districts are tied to- 
gether. In the county of Grays 
Harbor, for example, the Washing- 
ton Power & Light Co., a subsidiary 
of Electric Bond & Share, huge 
holding concern, is operating a 
steam plant on fuel oil imported 
from California. But not. far dis- 
tant, in Lewis County, the municipal 
plant at Centralia has an excess 
of hydro-electric power that it 
would like to sell. With the two 
counties tied together the costly 
operation of the steam plant would 
no longer be necessary. 

The creation of duplicate systems 
is not contemplated, Cluck explains, 
because that would be “socially 
wasteful.” Under the Grange pow- 
er law a property tax of two mills 
may be levied by the power district 
until facilities are taken over by 
eminent domain. Purchase or new 
development will be financed by 
utility revenue bonds so that after 
the first modest assessment for or- 
ganization purposes, the taxpayer 
will not be asked to contribute to 
the new power system. Cluck is 
typical of the young men who have 
been drawn into the power fight 
by Bone’s example. 

Oregon adopted a Grange power 
law very much like that of Wash- 
ington. Bone campaigned in both 
states for these laws. And it is an 
interesting sidelight that the man 
who has won the Democratic nom- 
ination for Oregon’s vacant Senate 
seat, Willis Mahoney, was in the 
Washington Legislature at one 
time and associated with Bone in 
the early days of the power fight. 
Mahoney is expected to defeat the 
Republican nominee, Rufus Hol- 
man, former Oregon State treas- 
urer, in the election this fall. 

Preparing for New Power: 

Every effort is being made to 
prepare for the time when Bonne- 
vile and Grand Coulee come in 
with their vast loads of power. 
Washington has passed a constitu- 
tional amendment so that indebt- 


edness contracted for the construc- 


tion of feeder lines from the big 
power dams will not come under 
the State’s constitutional debt lim- 
itation of $400,000. In part with 
PW A funds, Seattle is building a 
dam on the Skagit River, 100 miles 
north of the city. This power de- 
velopment will ultimately produce 
1,000,000 horsepower. Bonneville is 
to have an eventual capacity of 
485,000 horsepower with a first out- 
put of 100,000 and the colossus, 
Grand Coulee, to be finished in 
1942, will have 2,000,000 horsepow- 
er.

Profits From Plant. 

“Even before Cushman was 
built,” Bone says, “the Nisqually 
plant and the city distribution sys- 
tem were so profitable that at the 
end of the first 12 years of opera- 
tion, the city had paid each year's 
installment on the bonds as they 
fell due, and had in addition ac- 
cumulated so large a surplus that 
it could have ‘called’ all the remain- 
ing eight years of bonds then out- 
standing. '

our light system with the Nisqual- 
ly plant showed a net profit of 
nearly one million dollars.

“Not one penny of the taxpayer's 
dollar ever went into the Tacoma 
system. It has been built entirely 
out of earnings. It is the city’s 
greatest asset. Its newest plants 
are built in solid rock and are the 
finest examples of hydraulic engi- 

ering.” 

here is only $3,500,000 of indebt- 
edness left on the system, amortiz- 
ing out at the rate of $500,000 a year. 
Bone believes firmly that rates for 
power should be brought lower and 
lower as the system is relieved of 
debt service and other charges. He 
opposes the policy of lowering the 
general tax rate with municipal 
power revenue.

Civil Service Employes. 

The Tacoma system is set up in- 
dependently of the city govern- 
ment and all employes are chosen 
by civil service. The Utilities Di- 
vision pays the city 7% per cent of 
gross receipts in lieu of taxes and 
approximately 3 per cent of 
receipts to the State. In addition 
the utility pays for a generous 
share of the cost of maintaining 
certain city departments that are 
related to the power system.

In 
1937 the council declined to vote an 
appropriation to the utility to pay 
for lighting Tacoma’s streets. This 
ear the council followed the same 
course.

When China was torn with civil 
strife in times past, when the 
barbarian nomads from Mongolia 
and Manchuria invaded the fertile 
plains of the Yangtze and Yellow 
rivers, the monks withdrew into 
their monasteries, shutting the 


gates. The scent of incense on the 
breeze, the echo of gong and drum 
told the fighting mobs outside that 
within barred doors the monks 
were at prayer beseeching their 
Lord to help all men to know the 
peace of contemplation, so that they 
might cease their physical strife 
and strive only for bliss, the noth- 
ingness of Nirvana. é 

But Buddha knew nothing of 
modern warfare, of trench mortars 
creating death and destruction, of 
bombs dropped from the skies on 
the heads of innocent and bellig- 
erent alike. He knew nothing of a 
land plucked clean of its people, 
of hordes of the panic-stricken driv- 
en before armies like straw blown 
by the wind. He knew nothing of 
a hundred million starving, stripped 
of every small thing they possessed, 
nor of the “scorched earth” policy 
whereby no blade of grass, no thing 
of value is supposed to remain for 
the invaders. When Buddha coun- 
seled non-resistance, he could not 
look into the future and see the 
havoc which would be wrought in 
the land where his teachings were 
to exert their greatest influence. 


Monks Change With War. 

The wave of misery and destruc- 
tion which is sweeping over China 
has penetrated into the monasteries 
and temples of him who was an 
apostle of peace, as nothing else 
ever has. No longer can the monks 
withdraw in peace to burn fragrant 
incense on his altar, a bomb or 
shell is no respecter of temples or 
holy images. Times have changed 
radically and the monks must 
change with them, however much 
they may wish to stay within the 
quiet peaceful halls that have shel- 
tered them so long from mankind’s 
troubles. As the peasants have 
been driven from their fields, the 
workingmen from their jobs in the 
factories, so the priests and monks 
have had to flee if they would live 
to continue serving Buddha. 

A life into which has come so 
catastrophic a change as modern 
war, demands a reassessment of 
ideals and their practice. Especial- 
ly is this true in a country such 
as China, which is barely emerging 
from a primitive, thousand-year-old 
order of society into the modern 
world. So the ideas of China's 
Buddhist monks must change with 
the changing fortunes of their coun- 
try; incense and chanted prayers 
are of no avail against damage cre- 
ated by bombs and shells. Since 
they have had no other choice the 
monks and priests have succumbed 
with good grace to an existence 
where the immediate problems of 
life and death so completely out- 
weigh all other things as to leave 
room for nothing else. 


Rescue Corps Organized. 

That the present Chinese-Jap- 
anese war was a war, the like of 
which had never been fought in 
China before, was recognized first 
by a group of 120 monks from 
Shanghai Buddhist temple, led by 
Abbot Hung Ming. Perhaps credit 
should not be given to their special 
foresight. After all Shanghai had 
been through a fight with the Jap- 
anese in 1932, and they had had op- 
portunity enough of observing what 
modern warfare was like during 
the days when Chinese first fought 
Japanese on a grand scale, 
Still faithul to the principle laid 
down by Buddha that no living be- 
ing should suffer death at their 
hands, the monks decided that it 
was not inconsistent with the re- 
mainder of their principles to take 
part in activities designed to save 
lives. Therefore, a rescue corps 
was organized, and the monks weat 
behind the lines with stretchers 
while the fighting was going on 
around Shanghai, rescued the 
wounded, gave them first aid and 
took them to the newly-established 
Buddhist hospital in the Interna- 
tional Settlement. When the Chi- 
nese army was forced to retreat 
from Shanghai, the corps of 120 
monks went with them. They are 
now in Mankow where they are con- 
tinuing the work begun in Shang- 
hai , 

Another group of monks, also 
from monasteries in and around 
Shanghai, remained behind after 
the fighting moved into the in- 
terior. They formed the Shanghai 
Buddhist Burying Corps. Follow 
ing in the wake of the two armies, 
Chinese and Japanese, they buried 
the dead, soldiers as well as refu- 
gees who failed to get through 
and died on the Wherever it 
has been possible for the burying 
corps to learn the n-mes of those 
who died, they have erected wooden 
tablets in commemoration. Each 
mass or single burial has been ac- 
companied by a chant for the souls 
of the dead, and ſometimes Jap- 
anese Buddhist monks sent out by 
Japanese military headquarters 
have joined the Chinese monks in 
the services, especially where the 
bodies buried have been Japanese. 

Others in Interior Join, 

In the meantime their brethren 
in the imterior have not been idle. 
Ar the war moved inland, it en- 


gulfed other monasteries and tem- 


doctrine of non-resistance anc they 


ples; many more monks. decided 
to leave their quiet cloisters, so 
soon to echo with the thunder of 
exploding shells, and join the res- 
cue and burial squads organized 
by the monks from Shanghai. Until 
recently Hankow Las been the cen- 
ter of their activities, but the drive 


of the Japanese armies toward the 


provisional capital has caused the 
monks to plan to move further in- 
land. 

The concentration of monks in 
Hankow permitted a more efficient 
organization of both rescue and 
burial work. For seven days dur- 
ing the latter part of April, the 
China Buddhist Association held 
at the Ninth Lotus Temple in Han- 
kow religious. ceremonies designed 
“to raise the souls of war heroes 
from land and water.” Consider- 
able sums were collected from the 
worshipers during these ceremonies, 
and as a result the Hankow Budd- 
hist Rescue Corps was able to pur- 
chase a number of ambulances, 
stretchers, first-aid kits and other 
medical supplies. 

Now the ancient plains of China 
are regularly treated to the sight 
of a dozen or so monks hanging 
onto a modern, up-to-date ambu- 
lance as it rattles over the dusty 
roads. If they should pass an old- 
fashioned monk trudging down the 
road, complete with beads and flow- 
ing gown, his shaven head exposed 
to sun and rain, he would seem an 
anachronism by comparison with 
this Buddhist ambulance corps, its 
members neatly dressed in military- 
style uniforms, on each head a 
jaunty cap. 

Leader an Ex-Soldier. 


The man who has done more to 
break down his brethren’s disin- 
clination to indulge in active life 
and to build up the rescue and 
burial corps is the Monk Hung 
Ming, until the fall of Nanking last 
November, abbot of one of the 
largest monasteries in that city. 
But Hung Ming was not always 
a monk, for as Brigadier-General 
Yang Teh-chao he led an army of 
thousands of volunteers in the 
Shanghai fighting of 1932. Like so 
many Generals in China, Hung 
Ming fell into disfavor; he took 
part in the revolt of the Nineteenth 
Route Army in Fukien Province in 
1934. 

This army, which had so bravely 
defended Chinese soil against the 
Japanese in the first Shanghai bat- 
tle, was transferred to Fukien after 
the fighting was over and a demili- 
tarized zone created. around the 
city. The heroes of the Nineteenth 
Route Army felt disgruntled over 
what they considered cavalier 
treatment on the part of their 
Government; they resented being 
sent to the backwoods of Fukien 
when all the world was singing 
their praises. They objected to 
fighting their own countrymen, the 
Chinese Reds, while the Japanese 
still occupied part of Chinese soil. 
After their rebellion collapsed, 
Hung Ming fled to Hongkong, 
where he lived until he made his 
peace with the Chinese Govern- 
ment. On his return in 1935 ghe 
became a monk and was ordained 
shortly thereafter as abbot of the 
Hsiang Lin or Fragrant Forest 
Monastery in Nanking. 

Hung Ming’s Foresight. 

As an ex-soldier and still not en- 
tirely divorced from worldly affairs, 
Hung Ming foresaw that Japan 
would not be content with occupa- 
tion of Manchuria and semi-domin- 
ion over North China. Months be- 
fore the present war opened with 
the Lukouchiao or Marco Polo 
Bridge incident outside of Peking 
on July 7 of last year, Abbot Hung 
Ming began to agitate for the train- 
ing of Buddhist monks in the type 
of work they are now doing. And 
when the war did “start in the 
north, Hung Ming left his monas- 
tery in Nanking and came to 
Shanghai to organize the Shanghai 
Buddhist Rescue and Burying 
Corps, so that when the fighting 
began around that city on Aug. 
13, Hung Ming and his 120 fellow 
priests were ready. A hospital had 
been established under his leader- 
ship, an ambulance was on duty 
and trained stretcher bearers car- 
ried the wounded to the ambulance 
and then to the hospital. This 
Buddhist hospital is still in opera- 
tion in Shanghai giving free treat- 
ment to Chinese refugees. 

When the Chinese were forced 
to retreat from Shanghai last fall, 
Hung Ming felt that he and the

Through the agency of Hung 
Ming and countless -hers who must 
remain nameless, even the Chinese 
Buddhist monks have come to feel 
that their country’s future is their 
own. A life of peace and contem- 
plation is not possible when China 
is fighting for its life, when misery 
and starvation stalk through the 
land, The chanting of prayers, the 
solemn, rhythmic beat of gongs, 
must be combined with activity so 
that peace will come again. And 
peace cannot come until the Jap- 
anese are driven from the country, 
so China’s Buddhist monks are do- 
ing what they can to help their 
country defeat the Japanese, 


Chairman Says Reduced Staff

port boards of their own, which 
would also be responsible for home 
produce, and to hold the food in 
storage plants, refrigerators, and 
so forth, and release it when and 
where the demand arises. Clearly 
so large a concern could watch for 
favorable markets of supply and 
could so arrange its net storage as 
to minimize costs. 

“Clearly, too, it could encourage 
research into methods of refriger- 
ation and storage and could more 
over make full use of modern can- 
ning technique. It may be assumed 
that the public concerns would take 
charge of many of the canneries 
and of the butter and cheese mak- 
ing plants in this country, and exe 
tend their scope according. to scien- 
tific plan. 

Retail Trade. 

“Turning to the retail trade, we 
find a very complex picture, It is 
evident that in theory costs could 
here be reduced in respect of a 
wide range of foodstuffs, But we 
should have to imagine at what dis- 
advantage the saving might be 
realized. We should hesitate to 
support a policy of sweeping 
changes that might produce wide- 
spread suffering. Nevertheless, the 
retail trade will have to be inves- 
tigated; and it might well be that 
the schemes for centralized milk 
depots, bakeries and abattoirs will 
turn out to be of considerable value, 

“The political aspect of the whole 
conception of food boards demands 
some comment. The consumers, 
that is to say, the public at large, 
are to receive full consideration, 
Apparently there is only one per- 
son who can represent the publie 
as consumers and that is a respon 
sible Cabinet minister. The pro- 
posed food boards would have to 
be under the control either of a 
Food Minister or of some existing 
ministry such as the Board of 
Trade.” 


War Act Fitted te Peacetime. 


The authors of the report tried 
to avoid raising any politico-eco- 
nomic implications in it by stating 
that “we are assuming that no pro- 
found adjustment of our economic 
system is contemplated.” No 
doubt their suggestions will appeal 
first and foremost to the Labor 
Trade Union movement of Great 
Britain. But if those suggestions 
are implemented, it would not be 
surprising, to judge from the post- 
war social-economic history of the 
country, to find it done by a Con- 
servative Government. 


It is highly significant, however, 
that the basic principles recom-

The, Associated Press weighted 
index of 35 important wholesale 
staples stood at 67.48 per cent of 
the 1926 average, compared with 
67.50 a week ago and 89.95 last year. 

For more than a month the ba- 
rometer has moved between 67.5 
and 67.7, with rising industrial quo- 
tations more or less offset by declin- 
ing farm products. 

For the first time since early 
July, industrial raw material prices 
weakened this week. Steel scrap 
continued to climb into new high 
ground for the year, but other sta- 
ples—including rubber, turpentine, 
tin and linseed oil—slipped back. 

Slump in Textiles. 

Textiles slumped for the second 
week, wool, cotton cloth and silk 
joining the parade of lower prices. 
The heavy demand of early July 
subsided, the trade reported, while 
mill operations continued to soar 
sensationally to the highest level 
since last fall. 

The modest setback of industrial 
staple prices stemmed largely from 
slackening demand. 

The first rush to stock up had 
worn off and fabricators sat back 
to survey their positions. 

Grains and other farm products 
were mixed, Spot corn and wheat 
improved slightly as private crop 
estimates were reduced for the sec- 
ond month. Oats and rye pushed

ahead a bit on better demand. 

Cotton dipped, although harvest 
estimates were the lowest in. sev- 
eral years and approximately equal 
to domestic consumption and ex- 
ports last year. The carryover from 
last year’s record-breaking crop, of 
course, still hangs on the market. 

Livestock was down. Hogs and 
lambs slipped, while cattle nudged 
ahead to within striking distance of 
their recent peak. 

Market-basket items were mostly 
lower. Eggs, flour and lard gave 
way before moderate selling pres- 
sure, while cocoa and coffee pushed 
upward,

IN ZONED 5 


Majority With 200,000 Pop- 
ulation or More Studying 
Need for Revised Restric- 
tions, Survey Shows. 


More than one-third of the cities 
of the country (37 per cent) now 
have an active movement on for re- 
study of their city plan, for revis- 
ing their plan in some way, or for 
rezoning and more than two-thirds 
(67 per cent) of the cities of more 
than 500,000 in population have 
such a movement, according to a 
large sampling made by the Na- 
tional Association of Real Estate 
Boards in connection with its re- 
cent semi-annual survey of the real 
estate market, 

Taking cities of over 200,000 pop- 
ulation, more than half are today 
studying the need for new or 
revised zoning and planning action. 

Narrowing the inquiry to cities 
having a zoning ordinance now in 
force, 31 per cent of such cities 
surveyed have an active movement 
for replanning or rezoning. 

(Of the cities studied that have 
zoning ordinances, 22 per cent also 
have a city Age officially adopted.) 

Reports er 259 Cities. 

The reports 3 258 cities, 
made by the association's member 
boards in these cities, bring out the 
very striking degree to which re- 
study of city plans and of zoning 
needs is now going on, looking 
toward readjustment to changed 
needs and toward the checking of 
urban blight, and in preparation for 
expected new building. 

Pointing out that the swiftly 
changing conditions of the past two 
decades have given rise to replan- 
ning problems, the association, in 
resolutions adopted at its most re- 
cent annual convention (in Pitts- 
burgh in October) urged its mem- 
ber boards, which have been lead- 
ers in the movement for city plan- 
ning and zoning, to make a careful 
study of the problem of city plan- 
ning in their respective communi- 
ties and undertake a revaluation 
of present methods and laws to de- 
termine their efficiency. It seeks 
the co-operation of city planners, 
architects, local officials and other 
groups in finding successful solu- 
tions to the problems of replanning 
which have arisen. 

The largest cities show the most 
general trend toward re-examina- 
tion of their planning and zoning 
provisions. Geographical differ- 
ences are marked, Regions having 
a high percentage of cities in which 
new action is under discussion are: 
The Southwest region, with 60 per 
cent of its cities so reporting, the 
Southeast region with 46 per cent, 
the Great Lakes region with 37 per 
cent, and the Central Atlantic region 
with 35 per cent so reporting. 

Regional Divisions. 

(Regional divisions used are the 
association's administrative divi- 
sions. States included in the above 
regions are: Southwest—California, 
Nevada, Utah, Arizona. Southeast 
Tennessee, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Mississippi, Alabama, 
Georgia, Florida. Great Lakes— 
Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Michigan, 
Kentucky. Central Atlantic—West 

Virginia, Maryland, Dela- 
ware, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
New York, District of Columbia.) 

There were 1761 cities of the 
United States having some kind of 
planning or zoning board or ordi- 
nance as of January, 1937, accord- 
ing to the last governmental sur- 
vey, made by the National Re- 
sources Committee. Of these 933 
had official planning commissions, 
84 had unofficial planning commis- 
sions whose status was unreported, 
In addition, 128 cities had zoning 
boards and 515 had zoning ordi- 
nances but no planning or zoning 
organizations. 

Of the 1311 zoning ordinances in 
effect, 954 were comprehensive or- 
dinances; 235 were for use only; 
eight were for use and height; 96 
were for use and area; 18 were in- 
terim ordinances; 11 were unspeci- 
fied as to type, In addition, 89 
were reported to be in preparation. 

One hundred and thirty-six cities 
had a comprehensive city plan, of- 
ficially adopted. 

Of cities reporting in the associa- 
tion’s study, 57 represent com- 
munities which have come into 
the city planning movement after 
the 1937 survey of the National Re- 
sources Committee, or are as yet 
outside the city planning and zon- 
ing movement, or counties or other 
units not listed by the committee, 
Of these, 22, or 39 per cent, have 
movements for replanning and re- 
zoning.

ing of homes increased by 2 per 
cent in June over May, reaching 
a total of $63,536,000, the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board announced 
today. Loans in May aggregated 
$62,192,000. 

Loans for June of this year were 
less than those of the correspond- 
ing month in 1937—$78,667,000—but 
more than those in June of 1936— 
$57,402,000. Home construction 
again is on the upgrade after 
reaching a low point last winter 
and early spring. 

Divided into categories according 
purpose, loans obtained from 
savings and loan associations in 
June were used as follows: For new 
construction, $18,591,000; for home 

purchase, $21,025,000; for financ- 
ing, $12,303.000; for reconditioning, 
$4,517,000, and for “other purposes, 
$7,100,000.

@ THE LOUIS XV STYLE is the 
essence of the curvilinear type of 
furniture. Not only is every arm 
and leg curved, but there are 
acrolils carved on the curves. 
Natural walnut was frequently 
used for chairs while lesser woods 
were stained or painted. Unusual 
woods, in addition to satinwood 
and rosewood, such as tulip, lemon 
and thuya wood, were all used for 
veneering pieces in checkers, loz- 
enges and herringbone designs. Or- 
malu, which was molded gilt, was 
used to decorate the legs of all sorts 
of furniture and for drawer pulls 
as well. The decorative motifs that 
were used in carving include 
wreaths and bunches of roses, rib- 
bons scrolled and tied, musical 
trophies and the famous rock and 
sheel motif from which the name 
for the period, Rococo, developed. 
The development of the Louis 
VI style was a natural outgrowth 
of the style that preceded it and 
yet it was strongly influenced by 
the uncovering of ruins at Hercu- 
laneum and Pompeii, which were 
completely classic in design and in- 
spiration. The neo—or new—classic 
spirit prevaded not only France but 
England as well, and introduced 
straight, rectilinear, classic lines 
into the furniture of both countries.

THE DIRECTOIRE and Empire 
styles which followed the Louis 
XVI period were an even more de- 
liberate and intentional copy of an- 
cient classic designs. The Direc- 
toire is, on the whole, the more 
desirable of the two, being a tran- 
gitiona] period between the beauty 
of the Louis XVI and the massive 
and often pretentious pieces of the 
Empire style. 

The Directoire was really a sim- 
plification of the previous period. 
Legs were usually tapered but often 
curved outward toward the foot. In 
chairs, backs often had long, slow 
sweeping curves and a wide upper 
cross-piece. Mahogany, walnut and 
beech woods were all used and 
much painted furniture, frequently 
decorated with black or brilliant 
color, was seen. Revolutionary em- 
blems such as the Phrygin bonnet, 
fasces and cocardas were all intro- 
duced, f 

The Empire style was essentially 
a heavy, massive one, unsuited to 
our houses today except in greatly 
simplified form. Legs were often 
of the pedestal variety with 
sphinxes, winged figures, or grif- 
fins supporting them; while arms 
of chairs and sofas resembled 
swans and angels. Many pieces were 
supported by either square or round 
columned legs which were often 
finished with metal caps and bases. 
Mahogany was the favored ma- 
terial and there was a great deal 
of metal trimming. The favored 

decorated motifs of this period were 
the wreath and torch, formed of 
bay or laurel leaves, various Egyp- 
tian motifs such as pyramids and 
obelisks and the bee, which was Na-

Let mixture 
cool, then pour in heavy cream and 
vanilla and stir until evenly mixed. 
Pour into refrigerator tray and let 
freeze in chilling unit for two 
hours. Remove tray, empty con- 
tents into large mixing bowl and 
beat with a rotary beater for about 
five minutes to break the ice crys- 
tals. Pour mixture back into tray 
and freeze for one hour. Return 
mixture to bowl and beat again 
for five minutes. Pour back into 
chilling tray and freeze for two 
hours. It is now ready to serve, but 
if you wish, you can hold it in the 
chilling unit for several hours long- 
er.

SUCCESS OF NEW HAT 
GOVERNED BY ITS SLANT 


HE success of a new hat is go 
erned by its slant. Regardless 
of whether it is large or small, 
trimmed with feathers or with rib- 
bons, it must be perched on your 
head with an angle that shoots 
downward from the crown of your 
head to the bridge of your nose.

UN goggles undoubtedly have a 
Scree deal of eye irritation. Those 

with sensitive eyes blue and 
light irises—find them almost nec- 
essities. The summer sunshine on 
motor highways and by beach and 
shore is not badly irritating. If you 
think, however, of what the glare 
of the sun coming through the thin 
air of the mountain peaks and re- 
flected from the fields of snow will 
do, you can see that there are pos- 
sibilities of trouble in any bright, 
prolonged sunlight. The mountain 
snow field would cause a se- 
vere conjuncivitis to anyone who 
was long enough exposed. People 
vary in sensitiveness to this, and 
instinctively those who would be 
burned by summer sunlight affect 
goggles. 

Besides the local effect on the 
conjunctiva, goggles prevent head- 
aches and reflex nervous digestive 
upsets. I know of two instances 
where migraine sufferers found 
that going out in the sun without 
goggles brought on attacks. Many 
cases of summer headache must be 
of the same variety.

STIMULATED by an article by 
Meta Rosenthal in the July num- 
ber of Hygiea, I have been investi- 
gating the varieties and principles 
of different sun goggles. 

After the light rays at either end 
of the spectrum were discovered— 
those invisible to human vision— 
the invention of giasses to strain 
out some of these rays has gone on, 

It is the ultraviolet rays beyond 
the violet end of the spectrum 
: which cause the conjuinctivitis of 
= the unwary mountain climber. 

Some abortive attempts at mak- 
ing colored glasses. were made by 
Fieuzel of Paris and Dr. William 
Thompson of Philadelphia in the 
18806. Thompson had glasses 
made with an amethyst tint, and 
since no good formula for making 
amethyst glass existed, opticians 
used old window panes, colored 
amethyst by long exposure to sun- 
light, Such were the crude begin- 
nings of the modern industry of 
colored glasses. 

But in 1909 the Glass Workers 
Cataract Committee of Great Brit- 
ain engaged Sir Isaac Crookes to 
experiment on adding various met- 
als to the ingredients of glass in 
order to produce various colored 
lenses, The committee was 80 
named because they were attempt- 
ing to prevent a cataract peculiar 
to glass blowers and considered to 
be due to infra-red rays. 

—-0-0-— 

THE RESULT of these experi- 
ments was the Crookes glasses 
which are now the most popular 
form of sun goggles. They range in 
color from dark gray almost black, 
to almost white, 

The needs of the aviator, the 
motorist and the fisherman or hun- 
ter are all somewhat different as 
regards colored glasses. The avia- 
tor needs to be relieved of glare, 
but he also needs glasses that will 
not cut off the yellow rays of the 
sun, The eye sees over large spaces 
and most clearly by the yellow- 


fles, embroidery, tucks, bloused de- 
tails and novelty stitching are some 
examples of this vogue for deco- 
rative costume accents. 


Materials, colors and leathers 
that are dominant notes of an en- 
semble are repeated on footwear 
and bags. <A Scotch plaid skirt 
will be worn with a spectator sports 
pump which has a plaid toe. The 
popularity of twin fabrics also is 
noteworthy in the alliance of foot- 
wear and suits. When a sports out- 
fit consists of a large plaid jacket 
and a diagonally striped tweed 
skirt, a shoe can be obtained that 
brings out the diagonal theme with 
plaid accents. 

When a sports coat has those 
big, saddle pockets with a flap that 
snaps in place, a large calfskin bag 
is available to carry on this mode, 
The drawstring idea used to gath- 
er fullness at the back of a coat 
and emphasize a bloused waistline 
is repeated in the drawstring at the 
wrist of very short cuffs and also 
across the instep of a soft, suede 
pump. Other bloused effects at the 
sides of autumn shoes, with a yoke 
treatment added for good measure, 
duplicate the fullness appearing be- 
low the yoke of many autumn 
dresses. 

Fur trimmings not only are used 
with dressmaker emphasis upon 
the new coats and dresses, but also 
on hats, bags and shoes. One 
pump, for example, that fits high 
on the foot has a little collar of 
sleek kidskin to match the collar 
of a jacket, Another pump uses a 
bow of fur to match the trimming 
on a hat. In evening fashions 
there is even more evidence of the 
dressy trend in the decoration of 
accessories. Swathed waistlines or 
intricately draped themes on frocks 
are carried out by the draped 
treatment of fabric sandals that 
match the shade and material of 
the costume. Jabots are used not 
only at the neckline of informal 
dinner frocks, but on the front of 
shoes and tops of “bags. The 
flounced theme in evening skirts 
is duplicated by little flounces on 
the vamp of sandals while shirring, 
ostrich trimming and elaborate 
beadwork have as much place in ace 
cessories as in apparel embellish- 
ment. 
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ribbon is prominent in the early 
autumn collections. 

Tricornes also may be extremely 
small or unusually large. Schia- 
parelli, who is responsible for 
the fad of doll-size hats, has fea- 
tured a tiny tricorne while Suzy 
goes to the other extreme with 
wide-brimmed models which frame 
the face with a dashing silhouette. 
Ribbons and high clusters of feath- 
ers are the popular modes of trim- 
ming, some entire crowns being 
covered with contrasting embellish- 
ment. :

The police realize they 
can never capture Pepe le Moko 
in the Casbah but one native In- 
spector realizes that in time he will 
discover the lure’ that will lead 
Pepe to abandon security and ven- 
ture forth. Then it will be Pepe’s 
doom. 

In “Algiers” this lure is a woman, 
a lovely Parisian tourist, played by 
a new actress from abroad named 
Hedy Lamarr. Hedy Lamarr, who, 
according to report, was born in 
Glasgow, Scotland, the daughter of 
an Austrian army officer and his 
American wife, married an Aus- 
trian millionaire, made a Czecho- 
slovakian movie called “Ecstasy” 
and has been classified variously as 
Viennese, Czechoslovakian and 
Hungarian, has all the exotic qual- 
ities that the role requires. 

Mark it down that here is not 
just another European “discovery” 
by assiduous talent-hunters. Hedy 
Lamarr is something to compare’ 
with Garbo or Pola Negri. Daz- 
zlingly beautiful under the lens, 
she is also an actress, speaks good 
English and has the straight-for- 
ward, unaffected manner to her art 
that immediately fascinates. Hedy 
Lamarr is as thrilling as nine out 
of 10 girls were when we were 18 
and that is saying something. 

Is it any wonder, then, that poor 
Pepe le Moko follows her to the 
boat and is shot down by a bun- 
gling detective? Charles Boyer 
plays Pepe with his usual debonair, 
wistful and polite qualities. Jo- 
seph Calleia moves with the ease 
of a friendly leopard in his role as 
the Inspector who brings about 
Pepe’s downfall. Gene Lockhart is 
the perfect picture of cowardly de- 
ceit as an informer, in one of the 


best supporting bits in 1938. Sigrid 


Gurie succeeds as Pepe's 
sweetheart. 

Director John Cromwell has kept 
the “colorful, sordid, dangerous“ at- 
mosphere of the Casbah through- 
out the picture and has preserved 
a flow of action that makes the 
time pass quickly and the events 
seem natural. 

Some persons may be disturbed, 
on first viewing the picture, by 
finding so many characteristics of 
American erism in Pepe’s 
little band. Death to the accom- 
paniment "a . Lee piano is not 
new, nor is a bit of juggling by one 
of the thiet's 2. — .

OME of us old-timers, who re-

No evidence 
of its use for any other purpose 
has been discovered and even in 
prehistoric times it is.said to have 
been the scene of competitive 
games and ce by Indian 
tribes. 

Its terrain is doubtless responsible 
for this. Five ridges, the ue 
one g 7 feet above k 
River) provide a commanding view 
of the surrounding countryside, and, 
in the day of the Indian, afforded 
protection against surprise co 
by hostile tribes, so n 
permit the relaxed vigilance a ag 
enabled them to devote themselves 


to their games and ceremonies. 


It was the custom of the Indians 
to set aside certain areas for céré- 
monial use, which were used for 
that purpose exclusively. This pre- 
served the record of its use for 
recreational purposes unbroken 
until the advent of the white man. 
The primary interest of the early 
settlers was the location of fertile 
farm land. The ridges, ravines, 
and rock formations of what is 
now Black Hawk State Park made 
its cultivation impracticable. Later, 
it again came into use for recrea- 
tional purposes as the scene of 
picnics and festive gatherings of 
residents of nearby towns. 

It received its name from its as- 
sociation with the famous Indian 
Chief, Black Hawk, the last to dis- 
pute the passage of the white man 
through the lands of his forefa- 
thers. Here it was that he held his 
vigil to keep informed of the move- 
ments of the troops who had taken 
the field against him in his final 
desperate effort to wipe out the 
settlers, over 100 years ago. 

The area became known in the 
surrounding region as Black Hawk's 
Watch Tower, or simply “The 
Watch Tower.” When it was taken 
over by the State the name Black 
Hawk was preserved. The old In- 
dian trails, worn smooth by the 
footsteps of countless mocassined 
feet, are now well-marked trails. 
On top of Watch Tower Hill is a 
new stone museum building, hous- 
ing the. famous angers | collec- 
tion of Indian relics.
